able that the military government will, 
to a certain extent, be replaced with 
civil government. The head of the 
government must, of caur&e, remain 
military, but the change'in contempla- 
tion U to have civil officers in place of 
military men in the cabinet and subor- 
dinate positions. It is believed that 
experts in different lines, such as- 
finance and revenue, and in the man- 
agement of much of the business of the 
land and the diftVr.-nt niunicipaHties, 
will get alonff more smoothly than the 
army officers, . I: is said that the offi- 
cers, bcin;; brought up under strict 
military discipline, hold not only the 
statutes, but the army rules and rcgu-. 
lations as the <juide in ail things, while 
the civilian officers would hold Uie'stat- 
nes as the supreme g-u.dt; and endeav- 
or to get a;6i!t» under them in the be«t 
manner po^cib c and with more diplo- 
macy thaa is pojiH^-'-ed by the armv 
men. 
It is not "known^whether the 


contemplated change has reached a 
point further then di^ussion in the 
•war department and vv,th the presi- 
dent, but its advantages tiave been 
pointed out- and the authority of the 
government to .establish such a civil 
government under control of the mili- 
tary government has been determined.

ngaged'in pearl hunting.

j«uis for $100, about one-fifth of its: 
iresent value. A farmer's boy formdj 
thirty-one grain pearl in Black Biver, 


which he sold for $35, and it was after-, 
ward sold in St-Louis for $500. One 
man found $1200 worth in Seven Mile! 
jake, Arkansas, and another man, 
fonnd $1500 worth in Little Red River.'

This was largely 
due to the wholesale destruction of 
the mussel sheila, which, after they 
were found not to. contain pearls, 
could have been replaced in tbe 
itreams, and would, perhaps, have 
)eeu pearl-bearing later. 


The second fever of any note broke 


out in 1876 at Waynesville, Ohio, 
when $3000 worth of ^pearls were 
found in a short time. 
In 1889 more 


than $10,000 worth were sent from 
Wisconsin to New York, and since 
that time Wisconsin has produced 
1250,000 worth of pearls. 


The year 1897 witnessed a very 
idespread outbreak qf the pearl 


mania, which extended through Ar- 
kansas, a State previously unaffected 
4»y it. The fever seized tbe whole 
population. 
The ordinary (forms of 


labor were abandoned, and the people 
flocked tr> the streams to gather mus- 
sels. As in New Jersey, the pawl- 
bearing shells were soon cleaned out, 
and for the time the supply was de- 
stroyed. 


A pecnliar feature of the Arkansas 


fever was the finding of pearls in the 
mud along the shores of streams. A 
local impression prevailed that th« 
mussel crawled upon tbe shore and 
shed his pearl, but it is more scientific 
to conjecture that in the agitation ol 
the shells by floods and freshets the 
pearls were shaken out. 


Daring the 1897 excitement a round 


man from St. Louis wait spending his 
vacation on the shore of Crooked Lake, 
Mo , and while sitting on a log with i 
negro guide discovered a fine pear 
lying close on the shore near him.

The extravagant methods employed 


by pearl hunters generally and espec- 
ially during these fevers has nearly 
ruined the wonderful natural fisheries, 
and the aim of the fish commission 
now is to pat a stop to the destruction 
of mussels. 


It is perfectly easy, by the use of a 


pair of pincers such as employed by 
the pearl fishers in Germany and 
China, to open the shells, peep inside 
for pearls, and if none are found drop 
the mussel back into the stream. 


The Chinese do not only protect 


their mussels in this way, but when 
they open the shells, if there ere no 
pearls inside they introduce little ob- 
jects of some foreign sabstance, around- 
which pearls can form. The shells; 
are replaced in the water and in a> 
few months beautiful pearls will be 
formed aronud these little objects.

The officials of the Government reply 
(hat if they forced, the slaves to be 
free untold destitution and starvation 
would resnlt aud the industries of th* 
island would be ruined. There is said 
to be no analogy between the institu- 
tion of slavery "iu Zanzibar and .that 
which has ever existed in any ether 
part of the world. The Zanzibar slave 
has a house of his own and plot of 
land. He and his fimily are clothed; 
his children/are educated and cared 
for, 
and the "master and slave both 


holding the same religious belief, the 
slave's home- life and personal rights 
are both recognized and respected. 
These personal rights of the slave In- 
clude the fixed tenure of his bondage; 
in other -words, he cannot b£«"sold to 
another master' and transported else- 
where at the cost of Xentoatioh from 
his wife and family and "the. breaking 
up of his home. 
The Government 


officials argue that should the Zanzibar 
slave be emancipated at once and at » 
single blow he woaW be deprived of 
every material advantage which is 
now:his. 
The majority of the freed 


blacks near the coast are said to have 
.voluntarily returned to bondage. The 
Government sums np its reply to the 
anti-slavery societies aboutfts follows: 
"Before we confer uyon the slaves of 
Zanzibar the sentimental boon _ of 
liberty we must take steps to provide 
them with the means of utilizing that 
liberty as wage earners; and |o_- far 
nothing has been done in this direc- 
tion. 
To set them free without this 


condition would simply mean the 
wholesale pauperization of the whole 
population of Zanzibar.
